THE APPROPRIATIONS.

If there was a lobby on hand working
the late legislature for inereased appro-
piriations and the creation of more pat-
ronage, a2 unanti-ndministration organ
charges, it must certainly bave been
the bigzgest jackass of a lobby that ever
tried to pull the wool over the eves of a
legislator. A numberof additions were
made to the clerical force of several de-
partments of the state government,
which increased help was badly needed,
as shown coneclusively by the heads of
departments who appeared belore the
finanece commiltes for that purpose.
The same i8 true of the increased help
allowed the various state institutions.
They bhad to have the help, and proved
it to the satisfuction of the finance com-
mittee., They also proved the absolute
necessity for improvements, additions
and increased facilities, all of which
called for money, The committee al-
lowed for these purposes what itdegmed
absolutely necessary, and the two
houses indorsed the allowances. But
according to the organ aforesaid these
appropriations for increased help, addi-
tioms, elc., were instigated by a lobby
that had no other end in view than “in-
creasing the patronege of the gover-
nor.” But thaet was not all the patron-
are lobby did. It moved the legislature
to reduce the taxes irom 20 to 16§ cents
this year and 15 cents next, or, if it did
not, sat stupidly on its haunches while
the thing was being doue, and the in-
come from taxation was being so re-
duced as to compel the governor to
skimp aud cut down expenses in many
ways next year in order to pull through
without & deficit. Who ever before
heard of a lobby like that® With one
hand it built up an imposing edifice of

awgy the foundation on which it should
stand. A brilliant lobby that, wasn't
it?

Now, a= a matter of faet, the only
offices worth mentioning created by the
late legislature wepa the railway eom-
mission and state revenue ageat. The
others were simply necessary additions
to the clerical foree in nany depari-
mants and institutions, and in the case
of the Sputhwestern asylum, the pro-
viding for the entire {ovee, from super-
intendent down, necessary 1o equip and
managre an ipstitution created under a
previous administration. That is all
there iz to this bosh about a lobby for
increasing patronage and appropria-
tions. A lobby that was smart enobgh
to work Mr. Gresham, chairmen of the
finance eommittee, and afterwards work
the two houses for incressed patronage
and appropriations, would surely have
been smart enough to prevent a reduc-
tion of taxes. As woll say that the
railway commission was created for the
sole purpese of putting more patronage
and power in the governor's hands.
There is fully as much or little sense in
that gs in the other about the dumb{ool
patronage lobby.

GERMANY MOURNING

News of the Death of Molike
Received With Sorrow.

BELOVED OF HIS COUTRYMEN.

MMilitary Ready to Quell Any May Day
Disturbances -- Miners' Strikes
Attainlng Formidable
Froportions.

Bzrurs, April 25 —Emperor Willlam ar-
rived in Berlin ut 5:15 o'clock this after-
noon, having ended his visit to the Duke of
Saxe-\Weimar as soon as he heard of the
death of Count Vou Moltke. The empress
and Chaocellor Caprivi met his mujesty at
the railway station and then they drove
direct to Const Von Moltke's residence.
A consultation was held ut the dead gen-
eral’s housea in regard to the funeral
arrangements, and the suggestion that the
body be talken on Tuesday 1o Von Moltke's
estate for burial, in accordance with the
wish' expressed by the count, wus ap-
proved.

Religlous services will be held in the hall
of the general’s staff department on Tues-
day morning. The cofin will then be car-
ried with imposing military honors to the
railway station for conveyance to Krassau,
The remains will lie in state between the
hours of 4 and 5 to-morrow, The public will
be admitied to take a last lock at the well-
kuown features of the dead. The body is
being embalmed to-night.  Apart from the
grand demounstration which will be held
Liere and which will be fitting to the great-
ness of the dead soldler. and in consonance
with the desire of the nation to show re-
spect to his memory, the funeral will be

Erillinnt Entrance of President Harrison
Luto San Francisco—[Hlumination
on & Grood Scule.

Sax Fuaxaisen, Carn.. April 25 —Presi-
dent Harrison was welcomed 1o San Fran-
ciseo to-night by a great display of enthu-
siusm. The presidential troin arcived at
Oukland about 7 o'clock, and the party
méet by & reception committee of citizen
Gen. Ruger and staff of the regular army,
and Gen, Dimond and staff of state troaps,
and escorted to the larce steamer Pied-
mont. The presideat occupied a position
on the upper deck, whore he obfiined a
full view of the mugniticent display made
in lis honor,

The Pledmont did not cress to San Fran-
cikco at onee, but steumed around the bay
slowly. to enable tire president to witness
the brilliant illumiozlions on the bay and
on the hills in the city. As the steamer
left the wharf at Oakland & signal rocket
was sent up from the bow, and Instantly
boufires blized from the mountain penks of
Talegraph and Californis street, hills and 4
dozen other elevated points in San Frao-
cisco. Long lines of streets brilliant with
eloctric lights and red fice were also plainly
to be seen from the deck, The marine
display was one of the most striking feat-
ures of the occusion, The Piedmont passed
between two long lines of vessels from Ouk-
land to San Francisco, including the United

States  cruiser  Charleston, several
revenue cutters and  coast survey
steamers and a number of ocean
going steamers of Australin, China,

and other lines., All of these vessels, as
well as every craft lyving at the docks on
both sides of the bay, were brilliantly iilu-
minuted by red fire and electric lights, which
displuyed their decorations of flags and
bunting, Salutes were fired from the shore
aud from o npumber of merchant vessels as
the president approached San Francisco.
Thenight was clear, and the whole scene as
witnessed by the president and party from
the upper deck of the steamer was beautiful,

The Piedmont arrived at the foot of Mar-
ket street at 8§ o'clock. The crowd which
had collectod thers was as great as any ever
seen in that locality. As the purty leit the
steamer great cheering was commenced by
the several thousand people In waiting, and
was continued for several minutes, Upon
landing the president was welcomed
by Mayor Sanderson and party end at
once enterad carringes and prepared for
the march on Market street to the Me-
c¢hanles pavilion. The illuminations along
the water frout pear the ferry landing and

in fact all along the line of
march were the most brillisnt ever seen
in this city. Hundreds of electric

lights had been erected temporarily at
every available point near the ferry, and on
Mariet street, and in addition to these fire-
works were dhrlav continuonsly
evervwhere,  Nearly avery buildding on
Market stroet was decorated with flags and
bunting. Long streumors and banners were
stretched across the street at {ntervals,
The president and party were escorted to
the pavilion bya detail of mounted police
and three regiments of the Second brigade
of California nationa!l guard, the latter in
command of General Dickinson.
